POLICE FACTS ON 
VICE BY CHIEF 


Fitzmorris Denies Tales 
Told by Reformers. 


Chief of Police Fitzmorris went be- 
fore the grand jury. yesterday and told 
the jurors the police department's sidg 
of the vice situation. 

Learning that the jury would hear 
him, the chief sidetracked two other 


engagements, jammed two brief cases 
full of reports giving the history of his 


| fight on vice, hurried to the Criminal 
| Court building, signed a grand jury 
waiver, and defended the department 
for more than two hours. 

When he left the jury room the 
chief@efused to discuss the session, but 
it was learned that, in addition to his 
defense of his men, he took advantage 
of the occasion to refute the charges 
of Judge Daniel P. Trude, former Law 
“nforcer Williamson, the Rev. Philip 
Yarrow, superintendent of the Illinois 
Vigilance association and an alder- 
manic candidate, and Arthur Burrage 
Farwell, who have led the small group 
of police department critics. 


Jurors Deaf to Speeches. 


Williamson and Farwell preceded 
Fitzmorris before the jury. They 
were excused, it was said, after they 
had failed to give specific instances 
of police connivance and had insisted 
on making speeches to which the 
grand jury refused to listen. 

The chief, it was reported, began by 
submitting to the-jurors documentary 
proof, which included names and ad- 
dresses, that the department has made 
1,865 raids on disordeMy houses since 
Fitzmorris took office. The number 
of arrests in such . 2% was 13,343, 
of which all have gone through the 
courts. 

The grand jurors asked about va- 
rious alleged brothels, giving names 
and addresses. In each case the chief, 
referring to a card index, told the his- 
- tory of the department's efforts to 
Suppress the place, giving the nur- 
ber of raids, the convictions, continu- 
ances, fines, etc.

Anderson testified that this index 
was being kept in a safe deposit vault 
because the league had found it im- 
possible to obtain what its officials re- 
garded as an adequate amount of in- 
surance to secure them against loss of 
this list of financial “ prospects.”

The latter is the more insidious and dangerous 
evil, for it offers itself in the guise of legality and 
appeals to the sanctions of order while violating 
the principle which our laws are supposed to em- 
body: The former, more alarming in appearance, 
stands undisguised as a peril to our safety and 
more quickly unites us in the common defense, 


NAVAL LIMITATION. 

Rear Admiral Sims feminds us that the Wash- 
ington conference, while a great benefit, did not 
go far in limitation. “ The ratio Jeft us a fleet that 
needs 120,000 men,” he says. “ Congress has pro- 
vided about 86,000." We are entitled under the 
Washington agreement to build all the destroyers 
and submarines we need. We are not building 
them. Japan and Great Britain are building. Yet, 
as Admiral Sims says, “ New metheds of warfare 
have arrived. There is no weapon at sea that 
makes for peace like the submarine. The airplane 
is even more remarkable, for there is no defense 
against it. Never again will a fleet be able to Gome 
to coasts controlled by airplanes.” 

“ Never again ” is a dangerous phrase, but at any 
rate we can admit, if we are not peace-at-any-price 
theorists, that if we want peace we shall not insure 
it by neglecting modern progress in warfare. We 
celebrate the greatness of Washington and we re 
fuse to heed his warning or follow his wise admo- 
nition. Naval limitation is partial and leaves com- 
petition free in the newer weapons of war. If we

In order that readers of The Tribune who are either for or against

231 SENDING CHALLENGER 
-—TRAINING FOR. Whoever 
sends, publishes, or causes to be
